On December 2, 2004 the City Council approved a contract to TIBH for providing services for a 12-month
original term with two 12-month extension options The current services are being provided by Goodwill
Temporary Services, Inc , a subcontractor of Texas Industries for the Blind and Handicapped with a
contract term expiring on December 14, 2006 This contract amendment will increase the final 12-month
extension option period which will be exercised to extend the contract term through December 14, 2007

This request to increase the last extension option is due to additional temporary clerical personnel services
that will be required by city departments for 2007 This increase also includes funding for the Austin Fire
Department and the Purchasing Office which have not previously participated in this contract
